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Attorney for Applicants thanks the Examiner for the Telephonic Interview 
conducted on 3/18/2010. 

At no point in time did Attorney for Applicants agree that Tremblay, or other 
references, teach the recited subject matter. Attorney for Applicants did express a 
willingness to amend the claims to expedite prosecution, but not to overcome the cited 
references since the Attorney for Applicants' current position remains that the currently 
pending claims do not need amendment to overcome the cited references.
